The tomato crop which whb grow- 
ing In list- horticulture greenhouse 
Ibis winter furnishes some Interest- 
ing data along plant pathology lines 
although it meant the sacrificing of 
[•an of the c rop. This report la 
lunde by l^ee E. Melcbers, ;;lant path- 
ologist, who had charge of the ex- 
periments. 

The plants were placid in the 
benches In September, They made a 
rapid growth and had to lie- pruned 
Beverely to keep them from spread- 
ing too rapidly. This cutting back 
was done in November. The pruning 
apparently unbalanced the tipiill. 
lirbmi between tbc root system and 
foliage This together with fairly 
rich soil and bright days mlmululed 
the plants in such a manner Hint 
mi infection known as a Mosaic di- 
sease appeared. T)iIb dlseane Is gen- 
erally regarded as a philological 
one, Its syploiiih being a fUtm and 
.lark spotting of- the foliage. Tho 
damnKe sustained by the plant re- 
sults In an Improper, photo-sy ntbe- 
tlc functioning of the foliage anil nn 
result less fruit will develop. 

A few weeks after tbe Mosaic ap- 
peared, a Tun gas disease commonly 
known as tomato rot made Its sp- 
pjaanajav, Tlnn-lv tpnwi af iior- 
denux mixture goon stopped this mal- 
ady. This same time another physi- 
ological disease, railed Mi.smnn end 
rot appeared on the tomato Trait. 
Tilts disease Is almost always seen 
on blossom end of the fruit, where 
It causes a dark, black sunken area, 
but this is no slim or fungus or bSjo- 
fecial Infection. An Improper sup- 
ply of moisture will bring aliout the 
disease. Whfn the soil In which tbe 
[limits are growing Is alinwod to be- 
come too dry the tonialois become 
a f dieted with blossom end rot. The 
iicncue 1 * were given a good soaking 
nnd this trouble ceased. Later oi. 
during the year It was again pro- 
dueetl by withholding the water sup- 
ply. 

The fourth disease and the one 
which finally finished the crop was 
first noticed December 10. This 
trouble was tint a fungus bacterial, 
or physiological disease. Put a trou- 
ble caused by a nematode or eel worm. 
Thcnc organisms produce rnot knots. 
and although the;, are part of the 
""iiinift their devastations seem to 
fall within the snipe of the plant 
pntlKiloglst. These root knots were 
onl> .limn) the slxe of a small pes 
when first nnllred, but within three 
amntliK time the roots of the tomato 
plant* were completely infested with 
the eelworm. The plants were re- 
moved, on account of their un product- 
iveness. At the time of removal re- 
cords showed that *" per cent of the 
plants were infested. Some or the 
knots at this time were as large as 
a man's finger, and were filled with 
todis are known to attack various 
greenhouse crops and great care 
must be exercised in treating the soil 
before It Is placed in the bench. 

Cienr rally the fomtaldhydet or 
steam sfrl Mutton method Is em- 
ployed. If infected soil Is allowed 
to dry in the benches for a prolonged 
lime the Nematodes are often kilted. 
Badly Infected soil should be treated 
by steam sterilisation for a prolonged 
time, to Insure It to be vermin tree 
This same organism may attack the 
plants in the field and In all prob- 
ability this trouble Is more preval- 
ent In tbe state than is known. It 
may also attack the alfalfa plant, 
forming nodules which may he mis- 
taken for nitrogen fixing bacteria. 

11 Is more liable to become a trou- 
blesome malady In this, and In neigh- 
boring states, as welt as In the south- 
ern states, becaose tbe winters are, 
act generally severe enough to kill 
the organism by fresstnr.

The following statement In reeard

sity budget was made to a reporter 
for the Dally Kansan by a member 
of the hoard of administration yes- 
terday: 

"Ordered that the general policy In 
regard to Increases in salary for the 
next year as set forth in the rocom- 
luendatlonH of the Chancellor for Ap- 
ril 17, be approved as follows: 

"After consideration of the whole

"Student government Is on trial 
for its life," said Chancellor Frank 
Strong this afternoon, according to 
the Daily Kansan. lie made the 
statement while discussing the stu- 
dent troubles of Tuesday night, 

"The students asked for the con- 
trol of student discipline," he said. 
"It was turned over to them and all 
nt us would be glad to have them 
make a success of It, but It seems 
that the system is breaking down. 

"Hazing Is our worst and basla 
evil. When It Is not controlled, stu- 
dent distil rtianccs and n general stato 
of student anarchy are the natural 
results. If the Student Council can- 
not control hazing It cannot handle 
(he other matters.' 

The wearing or freshman caps Is 
the moat prevalent form of haxlng at 
the (University, and concerning It llif 
Chancellor made the following state 
ment' 

'If the rrr«iiir.cn adopt n cap or 
other Insignia for the sake or college 
spirit, tradition, nnd so forth, and 1 
believe the freshmen should be will- 
ing to do so, and the Council upholds 
theni It Is well and good. Itut the 
minute It tries to use force or allows 
hazing to go unpunished, it has 
placed Itself on the side of lawless- 
ness. When It puts itself In such :i 
position, It raises the question of Its 
ability to handle student govern- 
ment. 

"The trouble Is that student gov- 
ernment Is a very goc 1 thing to work 
lor some desirable measure, but It 
shrinks and stands back when called 
upon to handle n bnrd and unpleas- 
ant proposition like hazing." 

The proposed plan of having 
freshmen-sophomore tug of war to 
stop class fights did not find any 
fnvor with Dr. Strong. 

"Such a contest, I lielive, would 
be nothing more than a semi -lawless 
encounter which would lead to worse 
conditions than we have now." de- 
clared* the Chancellor, "An attempt 
to reinstate such things is a return 
to the discarded customs o[ twenty 
yearn ago.

This idea was taken from the 
world's fair held previously In St. 
I ^iiiis. C. B. Hutchison, professor or 
n«ronomy, conceived the Idea. 

Admission to the fair and the vari- 
ous shows waa one ctuil.

Kaces— 
such as egg, potato, three-legged, and 
flow mule races— wetre held at the 
first fairs. Thero were only aliout six 
seniors in the College of Agriculture 
then and they managed, the fair. This 
custom has been followed over since.

What the faculty of Kansas State 
will do In regard to granting the 
senior class the use of Nichols gym 
naslum for the senior swing Is not 
known. 

While nearly 200 of the 273 mem 
bors of the class desire the party to 
be given in the gym, an effort has 
been made this week by the majority 
to get the two factions together in 
a peace agreement of some sort and 
have the farewell party. 

It Is thought there wouldn't be any 
opposition from the college authori- 
ties If the class of 1914 was untied 
on the subject.

And few persons dream of a state 
where everyone Is united on a reas- 
onable subject of Importance. 

Faculty members that have been 
asked about their opinion of dancing 
In Nichols gym have been very fair 
In their answers. They liellevc if It 
Is for the best Interests of the Col- 
lege to dance In the gymn ; and that 
if such forms of entertainment will 
tend to get the student body better 
acquainted: the thing to do Is to 
grant the students the privilege of 
using the gym Tor dances. 

The faculty rr allies the Import- 
ance of keeping the student liody 
democratic, and preventing If possi- 
ble the formation of cliques that Is 
certain to result if the student body 
cant get together In a social func- 
tion of some sort.

Chlel Justice Jehnstna Talks Before ■ 
Wash hum S Indent*. 

A careful review of the Mexican 
situation and the International law In 
tbe matter was given by Chief Juatlce 
Johnston ot the Kansas supreme 
court Tuesday night at Topeka for 
the Washburn Political Science club. 
Two things were made plain, that the 
administration of Mad em should have 
been sustained 1>y surrounding gov- 
ern nients and that the United States 
has a right to Interfere In Mexico lie- 
cause Mexico Is an Intolerable nuis- 
ance. 

Justice Johnston took the whole 
Mexican sit nation from the start of 
the rule of Dion through the Madero 
revolt in laiu, through Hie murder of 
Madero, and up to the American In- 
vasion. He riiiniui ntled the rule of 
IHa/ In uinny ways, but pointed out 
its ln|ustlrea. 

He mi bi til nt Madero. while an 
Idealist, was Hi" man with the proper 
attitude to govern the country and 
sboiibl have been given outside sup- 
port. 

Justice Johnston said that the 
I' titled Slates could Interfere in Mex- 
ico according to the rules of Interna- 
ii"i.:il law. Tile conditions on Hie 
border might become so intolerable 
as to necessitate Intervention. Much 
the sntue thing was the case in Cuba, 
Honduras. China. Nicaragua and soon, 
m all of which cases the Cnited 
States Interf erred.

More than one hundred of the stu- 
dents who are working their way 
through school met In the basement 
of the library Thursday at 7:30 p. m. 
to discuss plans for organising a 
union. It Is to 1* known ss the Stud- 
ents' Co-Operatlve Union and will 
meet semi-monthly throughout the 
school year. 

The object of this organisation is 
to help the students In securing work 
to aid them In defraying their ex- 
penses at college and to select the 
work for which the Individual student 
is best fitted. 

President Waters made a short talk 
on their proposed plan snd the diffi- 
culties under which they gained an 
education. President Water* aald In 
part: 

"It Is hard enough for the student 
to go through college who does not 
have to work but for those who have 
to make part or all of their expenses 
It Is s Herculean task. It takes grit 
snd stamina for the lx>y or girl to be 
graduated from a college under these 
circumstances. 

"It la for such ss you that this in 
stRutlon exists today. There were 
plenty or Harvsrds and Yalea and be- 
fore them, plenty of Cambridge* and 
Oxfords where the sons of the rich 
could be educated. But the idea of 
giving everyone a chance to get a col- 
lege diploma led to the adoption of 
free education. 

"One o fthe great prohlems you will 
have to contend with is. thst of weed 
tng out the students who are not com 
pelted to work to stay in college, hut 
who simply want to make s few dol 
Isrs which the folks at home will know 
nothing about This hss been an evil 
which It baa been hard to suppress, 
even In the slightest form. Such per- 
son* are parasitic; they live off of 
what rightfully belongs to the stu 
dent who really need* the money." 

Application cards were given out 
to be Signed and returned to the not- 
ing president. It Is a members' per- 
sonal information card and will give 
the vacant hours of each memtier.

ATHLETES SHOES ARE COSTLY. 



It ('est *!,:«.-» to Dress Football Hen 
St X. V. Last FtJL 

Keeping shoes on the feet, shirts on 
the lacks and something in the hands 
of athletes of the University of Mis- 
souri is no small task, says the Hallv 
Mlssourian. The department of physi- 
cal education has to spply about three 
hundred In all. Shoes are the most 
expensive Item. 

In football alone the hill comes to 
about |S00, and track Is not far be- 
hind. The total expense In dressing 
men in the different sports last year 
was: Football, $1, 7 B5: baseball, $480; 
track, |3R2; haskethall. $2*9, and 
minor sports flOO. 

At this season of the [year the 
baseball team Is working hard wear- 
ing out the 1100 worth of halls, and 
breaking 140 In bats supplied for this 
year. They are also working on a 
$100 worth of suitings and another 
$100 worth of shoes, besides the tlfifl 
spent for lietts, chest protectors, 
catchers' turnl*hlnRs and masks. They 
buy their own gloves.

You mtght think no man could hon- 
estly do away with a tat. It Is a mis- 
take. No hat wilt last Ion* One that 
doe* not break will lose its spring 
and so "dead." Half of them break. 

It takes 1 12 to outfit a football man. 
Add to this forty lavlls at $4 apiece 
and yon have almost the ll.TSi that 
was spent last year oa the football 
boys, 

The problem of track equipment la 
almost entirely one of shoes. All i .in- 
ner* must have spiked shoes. These 
cost t*-5u to tt.Sd a pair. This season 
the department bought about four 
dosen pairs, tn track most also be 
Included $24 spent for six vaulting 
poles. A small part of the expense 
must he charged to shot and discus. 
The total for track Is $382. 

There were only about fifty men In 
basketball this season. No saltings 
are bought for basketball men. They 
wear anything. Their shoes cost 13 .ho 
to $4.00 a pair. They used twelve 
balls at $5.00 apiece. The total spent 
for basketball was $249. 

$100 FOR MINOR SPORTS. 

The $100 spent on minor sports goes 
for tennis nets at $3 or $4 apiece, 
lioxing glove* at $3 to 16 The de- 
partment uses six to twelve pairs a 
year. Handball and soccer take a 
few supplies.

Beard of Aarlrartora Hen Plan to Help 
Da ring Harvest. 

Jewell Mayea, aecretary of thestata 
board of agriculture of Missouri haa 
proposed s plan for more efficient 
handling or ths demands of tne farm- 
er for labor during the harvest 
months In that state, ssys tbe Dally 
Mlssourian. 

The state hoard of agriculture has 
sent this statement to the crop cor- 
respondents, entitled Special Psrnt 
Labor: 

"At tbe suggestion of this office, ths 
state labor commissioner of Mlsaouri 
Is taking up the question of making 
an organised effort to help furnish 
farm labor, especially during harvest, 
this year. Wo are co-operating to tha 
extent of obtaining name* of farmer* 
who will need help. Will you kindly 
write on the reverse aide of this sheet 
the namea and addresses of persona 
In your section whom you believe will 
need help?" 

Tbe large number of crop report* 
coming In now, show thst tbe demand 
for farm laltor at this time 1* light. 
The reason for this Is that the open 
winter and lietter methods of farming 
hsve given the farmer a chance to de 
his spring work with less help than 
usual. At present there is no pressure 
for farm help on wheat and oat har- 
vesting, hut the 2,160,637 acres of 
wheat will noon rausc s lilg demand 
for labor In the field*. 

By means of the labor exchanges It 
Is hoped to make persons in the cities, 
who sre equipped for farm work, ac- 
quainted with the needs of the farm- 
era. Mr. Mayes thinks that ths bu- 
reau of labor will offer a fine oppor- 
tunity for the college man to get out 
in the farm districts where efficiency 
Is spp reels ted. The transient farm 
laimr of the past has been of a doubt- 
ful character, and It Is this condition 
that the state labor commissioner 
hopes to help with the new plan.

Dean Blaekmar of University Think* 
Sana (|inrteri Hhoold Be Provided. 

ir the University of Kansas had dor- 
mitories tor women, It would draw 
ISO women here every year who now 
(to to schools which maintain super- 
vised homes for their students, thinks 
Prof. F. W. Blaekmar, head of the de- 
partment of sociology and Dean of the 
Graduate School, aays The Dally Kan- 
san. 

Professor Blaekmar was prompted 
to make this statement because of 
the facts which developed In the re- 
cent social survey of Belleville. It 
whs found, by actual count, that only 
27 per cent of the girls who went 
away to school came to the University 
af Kansas. In the case of the boys, i 
64 per cent of them came to Law- 1 
rence. The difference, according to 
Professor Blacktnar's explanation, Is, 
l»rohnhly due to the fact that par I 
huh, knowing that the university, 
maintains no dormitories for Ita worn- I 
en students, prefer to send their j 
dsughters to schools which provide 
quarters for them, 

"White the figures from the Belle- 
ville survey cannot be taken as actual 
condition!* throughout the state, they 
are, to a certain extent, typical." said 
Professor Blaekmar. "Such a dis- 
crepancy from the percentage of wont- 
en students which should come to the 
university can only lie explained by 
the feeling of parents that the uni- 
versity does not take cere of ita stu- 
dents as well as denominational and 
private schools. 

"Of course the feeling Is unfounded. 
Often dormitories have all the dis- 
advantages that private rooming hous-, 
es have here In Lawrence.

women students. We could draw ISO 
additional women here every year." 

The dormitories should be conduct- 
ed as a convenience only according to 
Professor Rlackmar's idea. No wom- 
an should lx> required to lire la la* 
dormitory. House* would be planned 
to accommodate something like thirty 
students, if possible, and in no case 
over a hundred. Buildings would be 
erected as the demand for them In- 
creased, so that the dormitories would 
"'".'ays be on a self-supporting basis. 
Students could lie allowed to room in 
homes In I aw rence If they so desired. 
but these homes would be subject to 
the same regulations as the dormi- 
tories and he under university super- 
vision constantly, under the plan sug- 
gested by Professor Blaekmar. 

The feasibility of a state school 
conducting dormitories haa been dem- 
onstrated sufficiently to warrant Kan- 
sas adopted the plan, think* Profes- 
sor Blsckmar. for other states have 
successfully operated them.

Want Kansas State liraduale*. 

Requests are coming to the College 
for teachers of agriculture, domestic 
science, and manual training. Many 
schools in Minnesota are sending here 
for agricultural teachers, and are witl- 
ing to pay from 1800 to *H00 for tlie 
right man. A teacher of agriculture 
In Minnesota Is expected to ilevot* 
a part of his time to extension work. 
He is a farm demonstrator, as well as 
a hlch school teacher. 

E. L. Holt cm, professor of rural 
education, has In his office st present 
more than a dozen unfilled applica- 
tions for teachers. Some of these 
positions are In Kansas, some In oth- 
er states. Tlie Kansas schools are of- 
fering $70 to $100 a month. Calls 
for teacher* are also coming from 
state normal schools. 

Domestic science teachers are In 
demand at from |70 to 190 a month. 
The higher prices are paid for ex- 
perienced teachers. Many schools 
are willing to start a young woman 
at $75, and give her an opportunity 
to work up to the greater amount. 
Experience is demanded more often 
In the domestic science than In the 
agricultural and manual training post, 
tions, says Professor Hoi ton.

The sea«un Ha* Closed, Except Some 
Experimental Work. 

The batching season at the College 
poultry department Is over except for 
some experimental hatching. There 
are at present more than HOO healthy 
KiHiig chicks running around the 
pens. 

Tills bus been a very favorable year 
for hatching young chicks. There 
have been no long wet spells nor have 
tin re been any continued cold spells. 
Thus It was a comparatively eaay 
proposition to take off an early hatch. 
Superintendent Karris, of the poultry 
farm, says that he has not been troub- 
led this year with diseases peeiillur 
to young chicks. The fertility of eggs 
lias run very good, as high as us per 
cent In one Instance. The percent 
of hutches lias alan been satisfactory. 
The department has had a busy 
season In shipping eggs tor hatching. 
Shipments have been made as rar 
west ss Oregon. In all about $.100 
worth of eggs for hatching purposes 
have been sold. The department has 
some very fine penH of breeding stock 
and this fact Is recognized by the 
farmers of the slate. Hy celling eggs 
for batching from this stock at price* 
that arc not prohibitive the depart- 
ment is Introducing pure bred puul- 
try throughout the farms of the state. 
The eggs are sent by parcel post In 
cartons containing a setting of U 
This method of shipping has proved 
very satisfactory, not one broken ckk 
iiavlng been reiwrterl 

Courses In incubation, feeding, and 
brooding have lieen given this term 
and have proved very popular. Tni 
1'iiulm business Is attracting a great 
many of the students and they are 
being educated along Ihe linen of 
practical poultry culture.

The newspapers of today Are hear- 
Ing the b urden of the mistakes of the 
newspapers of yesterday; tbey are 
trying to overcome the Impression 
that newspsperi consist of nothing 
but untruths and humbugs, comments

If the readers of newspapers could 
cat Inside an office once and help 
■sake a paper they would soon real- 
ise that the one great aim was truth, 
accuracy. Now this Is a high aim 
and a difficult one to attain No newe- 
paper claims to be entirely free from 
error, but It la not because the truth 
la untried for. On the other hand, the 
majority of newspapers are far more 
accurate than the readers think. The 
reader forgets that the newspaper baa 
to rely on many different persons for 
Its news, and thai each of several ac- 
counts of the sin ii i' may he truthful. 
No two persona see the same thing. 
This seeking for truth la the essen- 
tial business of practically every 
newspaper of today, hut sons have 
gone farther and discriminate In the 
kinds of truth, the kinds or news they 
(Its. 

Tbls attitude Is aptly expressed in 
a recent article by Melville E Stone. 
general manager of the An boo la ton 
Press. He say a: 

"We, as a class, are a news-maa 
people Wp often treat as new« such 
things as prise fights, executions, and 
divorces. Now, as a matter of fact 
these things are episodes. . . .They 
are tn no sense contribution* to the 
real history of the world .... Sensing 
tn secure a proper prospective of the 
world's happenings, 1 dismissed the 
episodes of the honr In short measure 
and! act out to learn and present the 
tilings which the world was doing In 
the field of science, of ethics, of poli- 
tics;, of economics. I found that a re- 
sponsive chord waa touched at once," 
If Uw critic of the newapaper will 
stop criticising long enough to study 
several newspapers carefully for a 
short time, he will have no trouble 
In finding one of this high stsndsrd. 
Much or the fault finding comes from 
the fact that the reader never takes 
the trouble to really find out what Is 
h the paper.

A system of farming which did not 
Include live stock production aa well 
as grain crop production, could never 
be adapted to the development of a 
permanently profitable agriculture for 
western Kanaas, or any other local- 
ity for thst matter. Nowhere Is there 
a greater need for live stock farming 
than In areas having limited rainfall. 
The only way to preserve the rain 
so that crops may eventually utilize It. 
is to place the soil In s condition In 
which it will absorb qulcaty and 
deeply the rain aa it falls. Humus, 
vegetable matter, barnyard manure. 
etc., when Incorporated In the soil In- 
crease lis water -hoi ding capacity. The 
soils or iin arid country are usually 
low In humus; therefore the need of 
manure Is correspondingly great. 
Since live stock furnish the manure 
the importance of having live stock 
on ever)' western Kansas farm 
easily be understood. 

The presence of more live stock on 
the farms of western Kansas would 
encourage the (trowing of a greater 
variety of crops snd thus enable the 
farmers to distribute their work more 
evenly throughout the year, to give 
work to the entire family continually, 
and to keep the teams busy more days 
In the year, while the feeding of the 
crops to live stock on the farm would 
develop a satisfactory market for all 
crops grown on the farm. There Ih 
and will undoubtedly continue to be it 
strong and ready market for live stock 
utid all live stock products.

and the cropped area is greater In 
western Kansaa than It Is anywhere 
else In the state. There are still large 
areas of grazing land, short grass, 
etc., upon which few animals are feed- 
ing, and which should be utilised In 
their full capacity for grazing pur- 
poses. Sufficient land has already 
lieen broken In western Kansas to 
raise all the wheat, forage, and silage 
necessary to feed all the animals that 
can lie grazed there, with plenty still 
left to feed many live atock that may 
lie brought to the farms of that area 
to be wintered. 

In emphasizing the relation of live 
may j stock to dry farming I do not wish to 
lie construed as saying that wheat 
farming may not be profitable over 
large areas of western Kansas. What 
1 wish to stale is that with a combi- 
nation or live stock and wheat farm- 
ing, western Kansas will continue to 
produce fully aa many buahcla of 
wbenl as It now produces, but upon a 
much smaller acreage, and while pro- 
during this wheat will also produce a 
large quantity of meat and dairy pro - i 
ducts. This system also eliminates the 
possibility df ii complete failure. I 
which Is one of the dangers of a 
one-crop system.

for teacher* In normal schools and 
colleges and for state and county tn- 
■peotOTl of rural edueatlon. In the 
in 1 - 1 lew weeks, I'rofexsor Ilolton 
has received requests from normal 
schools for seven teachers of agricul- 
ture to be paid from 12,00(1 to $3,n00 a 
veur. There have also been requests 
from strong agi (cultural colleges. 

There Is opportunity for from six 
to t. n experienced teachers, prefer- 
ably- aii|ierlniendenti or principals 
I in Ming hacbelor's degrees from col- 
leges, to come to the agricultural col- 
lege, take a year of work and be of- 
fered positions paying 50 per cent 
more than those which they now bold. 
In the eastern states In particular. 
I he demand Is strong for such men, 
* ho are wanted for positions an 
county supervlaors of rural education 
where the average salary Is 1 2,000 
and for places as state Inspectors of 
rural education, where the salary 
rangea from 12,000 to 13,000. 

The value of preparation for teach- 
ing at the college la now greatly en- 
hanced by the fact that graduates 
who have taken the necessary work 
In education receive state certificates.

A hnselmll player of the old school 
Is Charles Boeder, who Is visiting in 

Columbia says the Dally Mlasourlttn. 
Mr. Boeder played on a St. Louis 
team thirty-two years ago. 

"Baseball has seen leas change* In 
rules than any spurt I know of," said 
Mr. Boeder this morning. "When I 
played we wore no gloves — not even 
the catcher. The pitcher's box wa<( 
closer to home plate than it is now. 
too. A musk, ch^st protector or shin 
guard wax unknown In those days. 
Bul a player's hands got calloused 
so that the ball didn't sting so hard 
hi you would think. 

"We used two types or balls In those 
days — live and dead. The dead ball 
was nlmut like the liall we have today. 
The live hall waa made of rubber, 
with n leather cover. The covers 
were of Iwo colors — red and white. 

"In thos 1 - day* the runner had to 
atop on first — he could not torn to 
the right. The runcr took his base 
on three balls. A foul counted as a 
strike even though it may have lieen 
the third Aside from these, there 
have been few changes in baseball 
And I bene few compared to the chang- 
es that have been made In other 
sports."

College I mpniv entente Will Soon Be 
Completed, 

AL the present rate of progress the 
eon crete pa vein out that is lie Ing made 
on the college campus will be finished 
le xt week, according to U V. ^ mi mil, 
professor of civil engineering at the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. AH 
the curling has been put In and the 
paving has boon completed from the 
Vattler street, entrance up to the main 
building. The loop around In front of 
Anderson hall. Hie chemistry build- 
ing and the old agricultural building 
Is still to lie graded, but the branch 
road from Hie end of Lovers' Lane 
ilown to lite main drive is ready for 
Hie paving. 

This pavement was made twenty- 
four feet wide at the Valtier street 
entrance and twenty-feet wide on the 
hill. In front of Anderson halt and 
the ehemlstry building it will be eigh- 
teen feet and on the branch road, 
completing the loop to the main drive 
It will lie fourteen feet. 

The crushed rock, aand and cement 
to complete the Job are almost all 
delivered. The cement Is furnished 
free by the Association ot American 
Portland Cement Manufacturers. Thla 
aaseKiatlon has a representative here 
Inspecting the Job. These cement man- 
ufacturers hone to demonstrate, by 
thla pavement, that concrete paving 
Is suitable for use on country roads. 
The cost to the college ot the entire 
project is about IR.000. The contrac- 
tor charges thirty cents a lineal foot 
tor the curbing and eighty-five cents 
a square yard for the pavfng. He fur- 
nishes everything etteept the cement. 
The paving is divided Into twenty-five 
foot sections, the Joints being protect- 
ed by steel plates. 



Hex Haw) taaa Believes Maa He 
to Sohe All Social PreMaau, 
All reasons against equal anil 
can be redttced to a matter of snob- 
bishness, according to Max S. Head- 
in. in, of* the department of sociology 
or the University of Missouri, wfco 
spoke at the meeting of the Equal 
Suffrage League says the Dally Mias- 
ourian. The principal arguments 
against equal suffrage, he sard, are: 
that women do not contribute to work; 
I hat they are intellectually Inferior; 
tint homes would go to plecee; that It 
Is Inadvisable for women to hold office 
that stiff rage falls to get at the heart 
of the feminist movement. 

"The man who first advanced the 
Idea that woman does not contribute 
to work did not darn his own socks," 
said Mr. Herdman, "or he would not 
have done so." "Woman does con- 
tribute lo the work of the world, 
though It can not be measured. 

"She Is an individualist because of 
her training. Man Is also, though not 
so much as woman. The otdtnary 
man does not retire into the sanctuary 
of his home, scrutinise each candidate 
for election, and after having prayed 
and torn his hnlr, come forth and caet 
his ballot. If he did. he ought to be 
put In a museum as a curiosity. Then 
why should he expect It of woman?" 
"The argument that the home will 
go to pieces If woman vutes Is essen- 
tially a middle class argument. Home 
as used by them, Is n uiy'h.

"If woman votes there Is no reason 
why she should not hold office. AH 
women are not alike Woman, with a 
capital W," does not exist any more 
than Man, with a capital "M " exists. 
It la not right to say that she shall 
l.t just one thing. Some women — > 
fitted for public service and some an 
Mil d for the home and home duties. 
It Is not right to deprive society ot 
the work of those who ere capable of 
doing It. Man can not solve all the 
social problems. He needs the help 
of woman. In some of these problems 
he has proved a distinct failure— those 
of social adjustment. To protect so- 
ciety It Is absolutely essential to have 
tho vote and advice of woman. 

"It Is hard to esttmste the results 
of equal suffrage because It has ex- 
isted for so short a time. At the bot- 
tom of all the arguments against 
equal suffrage Is the reeling of super- 
iority on the part of the man and 
parasitism on tho part of the woman. 
The feeling of superiority ia like the 
artistic temperament— aome have It 
and some haven't. Most people have 
it. Snobbishness and parasitism are 
i>oth Inclined and will have to be er- 
adicated before opposition to the move 
inent is overcome."

"Home economics," says Edwin L. 
Hoi ton. professor of education in the 
Kansas State Agricultural College, 
"offers greater opportunities to wom- 
en than does any other field of teach- 
ing. It offers a great fluid for the 
woman who wants lo follow the teach- 
ing profession." 

Many of the young women of the 
tien lor class of the College, who de- 
sire to teach, have already been 
placed, and the Institution will not 
U able to fill all the home econom- 
ics itosltlons for which It has been 
asked to recommend. 

Domestic science and art com- 
prise one of the relatively new fields 
of teaching work, and consequently 
th* demand for specialists in these 
lino. Is increasing both In the num- 
ber of persons needed, and in the 
various typos of work offered. Among 
the N. •.'.■••• t kinds of home economics 
artlvlty that are seeking college grad- 
uates are positions as supervisors of 
domestic science and domestic art in 
ihe grades and in the high schools of 
cities. Such places pay nearly tlnQO 
a year, and For persons to fill them, 
the College hag numerous calls. Cap- 
able teachers of experience in rural 
schools are also In demand for sup- 
ervisors of home economics work in 
district schools. A similar, but more 
advanced, type of work comprises pos- 
itions as deputy state superintendents 
of public instruction with supervis- 
ion of home economics works as the 
special field of activity. 

Manufacturers and promoters of 
food products are titrulng to home 
economics departments in colleges for 
demonstrators. The demand for these 
is smaller than for teachers, and 
special qualifications are required. 
Tiie positions offer large opportun- 



ities to women of good practical 

scientific training combined with bus- 
iness ability. 

The extension division of agricultur- 
al colleges are seeking women for In- 
structors in home economics In In- 
stitutes, movable schools, and the like 
The requirements are experience, ma- 
turity, and ability to meet peopte tact- 
fully and to speak effectively. 

Dumesllc science and art are be- 
ing Introduced Into more and more 
Institutions, and the demand for regu- 
lar teachers of these subjects Is there- 
fore steadily Increasing, The college 
lins bad a number of nil la from oth- 
er Institutions of higher learning, In- 
cluding five In the past week. Col- 
ic ges naturally desire as a rule, per- 
sons who have had experience, or 
advanced work, or both. Tile posi- 
tions which the College has tieen ask- 
ed to fill pay salaries ranging from 
$1,200 to tS.iiOO a year. A number 
of iinri:i, i! schools have nought In- 
structors ut salaries from 1 1, Gull to 
11,800. 

Manv of those who receive a decree 
in borne economics and desire to 
trnch take up work in high sehnols, 
I In re the salaries range from $70 a 
month to $l*i0 a month. Inexper- 
ienced nirls receive in the state of 
Kansas ordinarily I7U to f80 a month 
as an initial salary, though some with 
special qua) mentions In personality 
or ability are able to obtain larger 
compensation at the start. Some oth- 
er states which call Uachers from the 
college pay larger salaries. Girls who 
have had teaching experience in some 
other line than domestic science and 
have taken the home economies course 
at the college as well, are naturally 
able to secure much liettcr salaries In 
their chosen field of work.

Sweep up and nurn the dead flies 
frequently." 

This (1y poison, If It is as effective' 
hii It Is claimed to lie may solve the' 
fly rradtcating problem in many 
homes in Kansas where there is dan- 
ger of children reaching the ordinary : 
commercial poisons. 

"This is the time to swat the fly," , 
said Doctor Crumblne, "Swatting a fly 
now will do as much good now as 
swatting a hundred later on. Kill th'm 
now and there will I* that many less 
to reproduce during the summer. The 
flies are just coming out of hiberna- 
tion and laying their eggs in manure 
and (bash Gtt after them." 

"Of course, the best way Is to de- , 
stroy the eggs. A little common salt 
is an effective way of doing this and 
If you let the files hatch, get after 
them with the swatter and the poison 
and the lly-paper. Mix one and one- 
half pound* of salt in a gallon of wa- 
ter and sprinkle this mixture over the | 
trash and manure piles every day. 
That will kill most of the fly larvae.

Work at l \ i m- Hii i en t« l siMii 

Tin- class in soil survey, which Is 
taught by R. I. Throckmorton, is 
planning a trip to the Hays Experi- 
ment Station May 23. Three days will 
be spent In doing noil survey work, 
and In studylnr the experimental 
work. Thaler another trip will lie taker 
probably to Topeka. The noil tvpes 
In the vicinity of that city are- to be 
studied. 

The laboratory work of this class 
requires four hours a week. Maps 
are made of fields on the college farm. 
These maps show the kind and qual- 
ity of soil at any place in the field 
plotted. In obtaining data Trom which 
to draw a map, soil samples are taken 
every hundred feet, and much oftener 
If necessary. At every spot where a 
sample Is taken, the soil Is examined 
from the surface down for aliout three- 
feet. It is considered to tea fully as 
Important to know something about 
the subsoil as to know the quality of 
the surface roll.

He has heen referred 
to an the man who made "efficiency" 
a national slogan. 

Kansas knows Mr, Emerson partic- 
ularly for the remarkable resit Its he 
produced during a three-year com- 
pnlgn for efficiency In the manage- 
Matt for the Santa Fe railroad. The 
reault of Mr, Emerson's work with 
the Santa Fe fa still pointed to as 
the high- water mark of railroad effi- 
ciency. 

Dr. Charles R. Brown spoke at the 
Cnlverslty of Nebraakn before the 
chapel convocation la^t Thursdav 
morning. 

This Is what The Daily Nebraskan 
said of tile talk: 

"Dr. Brown's magnetic personality 
and voice, and the theme, 'What Is 
Man,' drew the attention of the aud- 
ience In an unusually powerful wav. 
"Dr. Brown traced the development 
of the Ideas of what a man should 
be to fulfill the ideals of the people 
through five different stages, 

"In very early times mnn was re- 
garded oh a victim of circumstance 
and heredity. His lot was mapped 
out for him and was unchangeable 
There are still remnants of odhennts 
to this belief, who feel that they can 
take no power or Initiative In their 
own hands, for their fate is settled. 
For the most part this view Is neg- 
lected. 

"The second stage In the Ideal man 
was measured by his stringth and 
power of killing, rather than from in 
tellectual slrength, Helloes of till* 
Idea are found In the regard for blue 
coats and brass buttons. 

The bid ii lit rial \ lew overshailoweil 
the military idi a. This Is an I ilea I ol 
our times, but It, too. Is doomed. Men 
are measured according to this stand- 
ard by their number of hank notes. 
This standard is conducive to both 
good and evil — good insofar as gain 
Is rightfully made as a result of Indi- 
vidual ability, and bad from the stand- 
point or greed Ui which it gives rise 
"The next Ideal Is Hint of mnn as n 
thinker, an Intellectual giant rather 
ihan a physical or Industrial one. A 
man Is able to have more inlluenee 
through writing great things than 
from killing whole armies. Milton 
and Shakespeare are examples of this 
idea). Man at his best Is the man 
who thinks. 

"But (he greatest of all men is th» 
man who Is the servant of all. The 
man who realises himself In the one 
who most completely serves. This Is 
true in the school, the home, the 
church and In the world. I'nlty de- 
termines ihe estimate which we place 
upon men, as is k1iov.ii by the honor 
we give to such men a a Lincoln and 
Gladstone. The true secret of Christ'. i 
Influence and of an> great man's In- 
fluence js unselfish service. If ttil.» 
principle In taken as the gutding prln 
elple in the lives of men they will 
fee) at Its close that they have spent 
their time In Ihe rneist efficient man- 
ner."

Two companies of cadet* left for 
Topeka at 7 o'clock this morning on 
a special train over the Union Pacific 
railroad to attend the dedication there 
today of Memorial Hall. The cadets 
vlll return this evening. 

The two companies are composed 
of fifty mm each.

10. Marching i nline, form line of 
skirmishers to the front and halt. 

11. Assemble company (In line), 

12. Form lotunin of squads to a 
flank and halt, then form line of 
skirmishers and halt. 

13.' Move skirmish lines to the front 
about ten paces, lie down and (Ire "at 
vlll." 

14. Olve whistle signal nnd then 
"cease firing," rise and assemble com. 
l.aay. 

13. March cott'oony to original po- 
sition in front of senior Judse. halt 
and give exercises In manual smartly 
for one minute. 

When the drill Is completed the ca- 
dets will participate in the dedication 
ceremonies. After the con monies the 
rarlels will lie excused until 1(1 p. ni. 
when the special train leaves for Man- 
hattan.

The meeting wai 
the most exciting bit of track ath- 
letics that has ever been sen on the 
1< eai track. The two teams were even 
on the number of first places won. 
Missouri, with the relay, winning sev- 
en of the fourteen events. There were 
two compute shutouts handed the 
Memer men by the Timers. These 
came in the discus and polevaulting 
events, Miasoiirians w Inn ins both 
places In each. The locals scored 
first and second in the broad leap for 
their only shutout. H«lt was high 
point winner with 13 tallies. Captain 
Thatcher of the Tigers, and Welch. 
tied for second high honors with ten 
each. 

It may be said truthfully that had 
it nol been for toush luck In the low 
hurdles and the two-mile events, the 
Kansas State crew would have defeat- 
ed the term which smeared the lime- 
juice so unmercifully njion them last 
season at Columbia.

Several mcm'iers of the class In 
soil survey, under the direction of B. 
I. Throckmorton, made a soils In- 
spection trip of three days length to 
li. Hays K\p< riuii'iit Station, May 
;:3-m. The primary purpose of this 
excursion w-as ihe inspection and e<c- 
uminatlon of soils as found In West- 
ern Kanaas, especially around 
the Experiment Station at Hays, The 
geological formation of the section ; 
the orleln, topography, color, fertil- 
ity, and- crop adaptability of the soils; 
tnd the methods of fanning as prac- 
ticed at the Experiment Station were 
all carefully studied and noted. 

All of Saturday was spent In ex- 
amining and classifying the noils as 
'■■i.iirl en the Stall in Farm and on 
ndjacnt farms. The classification of 
the soils was affected by making 
three-foot bnrlnss with a soli auger 
mid noting the physical characteris- 
tics or the examined soils, and to 
noting the topography and the prob- 
able geological formation of tin affeet- 
i , i area. 

In addition to the work of soil 
survey, much time was spent In look- 
ing over the Station, which is an im- 
mense plant. The workers at tin; 
station cull it tiie largest ncrh'ultiirnl 
experiment station In .he United 
States. This statement Is not. In the 
minds ef those students who made 
the trip of (toll survey last week, far 
trom correct. Mure than l.oon acres 
ure owned by the Station; In add 111 on 
many sections are owned by the Yor- 
ruril School but operated by the Stat- 
ion Farm. 

The scope o( the station work ts 
unite offensive. The wt rk Is divided 
into two main divisions: (1) small 
plat experimental work and (2) ex- 
tensive aenernl farm operations. All 
v.ork is con ducted with the object in 
view of determining Ihe best crops 
nnd farming methods for Western 
Kansas. Toward this end five main 
projects sre iiclng carried on. namely: 
ill cereal Investigations, CD dr>- 
fnrmlnp: methods, i'.'.i dairying Tor 
Western Kansas, r 1 1 forage-crop in- 
vestigation, nnd (r,| forestry and 
tree planting for Western Kansas. 

The extensive general farm work 
was very Interesting. Immense, when I. 
ka Dr. and alfalfa fields and pastures 
Of native grass occupied section after 
section. Alfalfa was crowing to per- 
fection in the creek l>nltom : w|ilt<- 
wheat, kaflr. and fallow made up the 
rhhf rotation scheme on the upland. 
The farm is well supplied with Hve- 
s-.tock of the best breeding. 

The class had the iglPI (Willi ex- 
teriencf of meeting many old College 
iicqiialntances while visit ine the 
Station. Andrew Paterson, live-stock 
manager; Harry Dodge, head of the 
dairy-farm project: Robert Freeto, 
who I« Ihe analytic chemist of the 
.Station; and 'Bunt" Sneer of the Nor- 
mal School were found at work (or 
Ihe State of Kansas.

v. hat Is right for their produce. 

"Name your farm," says Mr. Davis, 
"nnd |nii your name on all your prod- 
ucts, Ktenell It on your cream can 
and the egg case. If It 'a worth while 
for the manufacturer of your wagon 
to put his name on It, why will it 
not puy you to have yoyr name on it? 
It's a "'"id id an to adopt a aeal or sten- 
cil whMi makes use of the name of 
your farm. Then use this seal on your 
egg cartons, cream cans, butter car- 
tons, and even on stationery. 

"A good business man never couli 
get along without a letterhead and 
neither should a good farmer. Make 
Ihe leiti-rheail simple — Just the name 
of the farm, the owner and brief men- 
tion of the farm special Hob. Avoid rule 
H'ork and chickens or cattle on the 
letterhead, and use good paper. 

"It Is an excellent plan to have 
stickers made to use on packages of 
produce. They cost little nnd nid In 
creating a market. 

"All the larger farmers can afford 
lo get out a little looklet or cata- 
logue, illustrated If posalhle, telling 
of the sin ti.ilttt k of the farm. For 
those who cannot afford this. It will 
pay to have a small circular or leaflet 
printed. 

"One of the cheapest forma of ad- 
vertising is the uee of the circular 
letter. If you are to sell eggs In car- 
tons, to housewives, or have a num- 
ber of fries ready lo use, the circular 
b tier offers a solution to the niarket- 
Hndlng problem."

The State Beard of Ad iu In 1st ration 
t r.-ated by an act of the last legisla- 
ture, administers the Kansas State 
Agricultural College, at Manhattan; 
the I 'nlverslty of Kansas, at Law- 
rence: tlie Kansas State Normal 
School, at Ktiiimrla: The State Manual 
Training School at Pittsburg, the 
Western State Normal School, at 
Hays: the State School for the Deaf, 
ut Ola' be. the School for the mini!, 
ut Kansas City: and the State School 
of Mines and Metallurgy, at Weir City, 

The three members of the board, Eld, 
T. Hackney, president, E. W, Moch, and 
Mrs. Cora (i. Lewis, arc well-known 
Kansans. Mr. Hackney is a lawyer, 
Mr. iioch a printer by trade and a 
newspaper and business man, Mrs. 
Lewis a prominent club woman of the 
state. 

Like most governing bodies of state 
institutions, the Board of Administra- 
tion is so constituted by law that the 
terms of the three members shall not 
all expire at once. Mr. I loch's term 
will expire In l'Jiri; the term of the 
other two merit hers, in 1917. 

tCd T. Hackniy, president of the 
board, received his education In the 
eon it try schools of Kansas, business 
college. Southwestern College at Win- 
field, and the I'nlvirslly of Kansas, In 
tin: last two of which he took an ac- 
tive pur; In forensic und editorial 
work. While at Southwestern, he rep- 
resented the institution fn a conven- 
tion of the State Oratorical Associa- 
tion, having won second place in the 
home contest. In his sophomore year, 
he was chosen business manager of 
the student paper at Southwestern and 
head of the business college depart- 
ment of that Institution. 

He left the colb-ge at the close of 
the year and became post master at 
Wellington, which office he resigned 
to attend the t'nlverslty of Kansas. 
He represented the I'nlverslty In the 
state oratorical contest in the spring 
or IMS, and served as editor of the 
Student Journal, a combination of the 
various publications of the student 
body. He received the degree of bach- 
elor of arts In i'"ir. and a year later 
was admitted to the bar. 

Shortly therafter Mr. Hackney was 
elected to the Kansas legislature and 
waa made chairman or the judiciary 
committee, the most Important com- 
mittee in the houae. After complet- 
ing hi\ service In the legislature, Mr. 
Hackney devoted himself to the prac- 
tice or law. He was married in IflOO 
to Miss Mabel Rogers, a former Hnl- 
viTslty student and librarian. 

Kdward Wallts Hoch Is a Kentnekv- 
lun but has spent practically all his 
adult life In Kansas. He was Isirn In 
Danville. Ky., In 1 -lie He received a 
common school education — Mr. Hoch 
himself refers to It as "quite com- 
mon"— with work also at Center Col- 
lege, one of the strong old southern 
Institutions. Mr. Hoch continued his 
education In a large printing office, 
where he spent a three-year appren- 
ticeship and three years as compost- 
tor. 

In IN72. Mr. Hoch. with a dozen oth- 
er young men, came to Kansas and 
helped lay out the town pf Havvnie 
Etock in Dart 'in county. He assisted 
In digging the first well and In build- 
ing the tlrst house in that place. In 
lift, Mr. Hoch became foreman and 
editor of the Florence Pioneer, and a 
year later liottght the Marlon Record, 
which he managed and edited until 
I'm." and of which he Is still part own- 
er. He was a niemlier of the state 
legislature in issit and 1S93, being 
speaker pro tent in the latter session. 
Which waa the celebrated "war legis- 
lature." 

Mr. Hoch was nomlnntett for gov- 
ernor by acclamation by the Itepubll- 
BM convention In llhi.i He was 
again nominated by acclamation In 
llmT and re-electtd. For a number 
of years he has been on the lecture 
platform. 

Mr. Hoch Is a member of the Meth- 
odist church and a teacher of a big 
bible class, the attendance at which 
runs abort mo. 

Mrs. Cora ti. Lewis Is a resident of 
Kinsley, and has been for s.inte years 
prominent in local, district, and stati 
women's club work. Mrs. Lewis was 
president of the seventh district fed- 
eration of clubs for a year. For two 
years she held the presidency of the 
Kansas Women 's Press club. For two 
mure years she was president of the 
Kansas Federation of WosBM'l clubs. 
Anntht r position held by Mrs. Lewis 
was that of president of the Kansas 
Day club. 

Cnder (iov. Kdward W. Hoch, who 
Is also a member of the present Bn.trd 
of Administration. Mrs. Lewis was 
visiting member of the Stale Board of 
Control. 

Mrs. Lewis is favorably known as a 
public speaker and Is called on to 
make addresses on many occasions.

If the 
indefinite period of detention in an 
Industrial or reform school is good 
for the del Influent eh lid, why Is not the 
Indefinite period of instruction nnd 
training hi our public school good for 
the normal child? 

Professor Klltvood proposes that 
committees of educators carefully de- 
cide what I In y think Is the minimum 
education which should be required of 
every lioy nnd rlrl before he or site 
goes forth Into our complex social 
life, whfre Ihc struggle for existence 
(s hard, anil where the responsibilities 
which they mast assume as citisuns 
are great. 

Professor Ell wood believes everv 
child should be "sentenced'' by a ra- 
tional compulsory education law to 
cnntplite this minimum requirement of 
education In oar public schools. When 
the child had shown a certain grade 
he would he Tree to go. "Playing 
hookey" and the "truancy problem" 
would be almost immediately reduce! 
to a minimum. 

The senseless practice of children 
at the age of 1 I who hnve not the 
knowledge nnil training of a child of 
lit. getting 'lalior permits," would lie 
eliminated. The standard of gradua- 
tion would undoubtedly be kept suffi- 
ciently high to prevent any such dan- 
ger. 

Sueli an "Indeterminate" compulsory 
education law. Dr. El I wood savs. 
would finally enable our schools to do 
a social service which they are now 
nnt well able to perform ; that is.

Mr. McWtl- 
Uams also sent a copy of the speci- 
fications and drawings for the first 
and second units of the Dodson South 
Canal on the Milk River Project. He 
writes that he has designed most of 
the structures for these two units. 

The work Involves about 145,000 
cubic yards of excavation, 2,650 cub- 
ic yards of reinforced concrete, the 
placing of 260,000 pounds of steel re- 
Inforcement and the placing in wood- 
en structures of nearly 150,000 feet 
of lumber.

Indiana, 
Missouri, Kansas, Nebraska, Coloradn, 
Mli hlgiiu. and Oklahoma, are Included 
In Ibis Inquiry.

Paris green 1 lb. 

Syrup 2 ouarts 

Oranges or lemons , 3 

Water , 3 1-2 gallons. 

In preparing the bran wash, mix 
th«* bran and Parl-i green thoroughly 
In a waih tub while dry.

"Tiure la no aecrnt al>out our rifle 
leani," said J. R. Uel-incey, 1st lieu- 
tenant .Seventh Infantry, II. S, A,, and 
professor of military science and tac- 
tics at the Michigan Agricultural col- 
lege, "It is alniply a hucbUop of ee- 
lecllng uood men who will submit to 
Intel ligeni training and dlsclplne. 
Then put these men through a thor- 
ough course of phyacal training, 
sighting exercises and posit inn and 
iilmlng drills. 

The Michigan Agricultural college 
rllie team won first place with 11 
victories and no defeats in Class A, 
Kansas State Agricultural College and 
Oregon Agricultural college were tied 
lor fifth place In Class C. 

"At the beginning of the pnaantcol- 
leiic year", continued I Jen tenant Me- 
l-incey, coach of the Michigan team, 
l selected about 100 enrolled stu- 
dents who were Interested in shoot- 
1 assembled these students In 
the nnnory where 1 gave them sev- 
erul Informal talkc on shooting and 
Us Imparlance to a student and the 
•\iuerlean citizen. I ilso had several 
ef the older students to give short 
talks on different phases of the game. 
and with a few short stories now and 
then, relating some personal encount- 
ers with big game, the meetings were 
very Interesting. 

"Hy these meet In us I worsen up an 
Interest among the students, and 
many of them expressi d desire to 
loin Ihe rllle club and take part la 
an many competitions a a their college 
work would allow. Burlng tno first 
half of the fall term wc had a com- 
petition every week, and friim among 
ihe in at fhots developed during th'Mie 
enmnet Kleins, I selected thirty men. 
These men were put through a cor.rse 
of setting up exercises, paying partic- 
ular attonttrm to the muscles of Hie 
arms and shoulders, the muscles of 
the back and the muscles of the legs. 
"For a short time, most of these 
thirty men made poor acores whlrh 
shows conclusively that they needed 
hard physical development, hut after 
bttni trained their scores liegan to 
Improve until all thirty men were 
good average ahots. 

"Atiout one-half hour each evening 
was devoted to target shooting, and 
men not coming up to the expected 
rtiindnrd were gradually weeded out, 
until the squad finally dwindled dowa 
to 12 men These 12 men were then 
taken In hand and shown the flor de- 
tails or shooting 

"I first showed them the different 
kinds or sights, and the advnntngua 
and disadvantages of etch. I then 
went U> the peep sight and showed 
them how to vet the most benefit by 
using the peep, I arranged a rifle 
which I placed In a stationary PobI- 
tlnn so that lhey would see and no- 
tice how the sights should look when 
aimed at a hull's eye. I had each man 
look through the sights and make 
mental note of the appearance so he 
would always know how his sights 
should look when aiming. 

"When ftaeh man was thoroughly 
familiar with the sights, we proceeded 
to the aiming exercise. This exereia* 
was irone through lust the same aa 
laid down In the Small Arms Firing 
Manual, but with a little more exact- 
ness. We went over this ex"rdae 
again and again until the three point* 
made by the sharp pencil would prac- 
tically eolnelde and they would he * 
mere jiolat. No man can ever hope 
to do fine shooting unites he can al- 
ways get the sfghta exactly In the rel- 
ittlve pi is it ion as his first shot. There 
Is no other way as good as the aim- 
In excrels*. to teach a man to get 
the same slant at all times. « 

"I lausht the members of our team 
to always focus their eye on the hull's 
eye and never on the front or rear 
sight. When we started 1 found that 
a number of the men were In the 
haidt of focusing their eye on the 
front night and some on the rear 
sight. That Is i -ad when using the 
leep. We have always found that It 
Is much easier to center the hnlP's- 
eye in the peep and then bring the 
Iront alrtit up to Its proper position 
than It Is to renter the front eight In 
the (seep as Is done hy many good 
shots.
